Accused Slain Clerk of 
‘Getting’ His Job Which 


He Had Held 16 Years. 


| Under Both Parties. 


Douglas, Ga., Apri] 1.—(Special.)— 
L. S. Peterson, postmaster for the last 
16 years, Sunday shot and killed J. E. 
Kirkland, his money order clerk, and 
then turned‘ the piste! on himself and 


ended his jife. 

The shooting occurred on the West 
Green road, about two miles from this 
city. Both men were found dead in 
the middle of the road a few minutes 
after the tragedy by Chief of Volice 
Bob Barrineau and 8S. M. McCranie, 
who had word of the impendin~ shoot- 
in? and were in pursuit of the men. 

Kirkland’s body shuwed three bul- 
let holes, one through the arm and 
into the body and the other two 
in his body ranging toward the heart. 

A coruner’s jury, after investiga- 
tion, returned a verdict that Peter- 
sen killed Kirkland and then commit- 
ted suicide. ‘There were uo eye wil- 
nesses to the tragedy but L’eterson 
left some: letters, one to his brother, 
J. H. Peterson: one to his wile, une 
to his close friend, F. KF. Llreston, 
and two in his pocket addressed to 
himself. 

The one addressed to his ‘brother 
was opened and read at the inquest. 
It stated in substance that. Kirkland 
had reported him for sume slight ir- 
regularities in the postoffice, and that 
Kirkland and one other persun had 
“sotten his job” and that he “could 
vot stand it.” 

Peterson is survived by his wife and 
three children and Kirkland is sur- 
vived by his wife only, who before 
her marriage was Miss Mamie Gober. 
of near Gainesville, Ga. 

Facts developed at the inquest from 
Ahe letters left by Peterson and from 
friends in close touch with the situa- 
tion shows that for several mouths 
there ha: been friction between Post- 
master Peterson and his aeoney otder 
clerk, J. KX. Kirkland, and” Peterson 
had accused Kirkland of» reporting 
some slight irregularities in the con- 
duct of the office to the postoffice 
d@partment which caused an investi- 
gation, although it was not generally 

knewn in Douglas.

New York, April 1.—()—Air serv- 
ice is now established in this country 
on a basis of security and reliability 


comparable to the best system of 
rapid ‘surface transportation, the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
of America said today in an analysis 
of airplane accidents during 1927. _ 

Ltased on S82 reports op air mail 
service, air transport operations and 
aerial service, the analysis as report- 
ed in’ a letter to Wiliam P. Me- 
Cracken, ussistant secretary of com- 
merce for aviation, “shows that in 
operations over established air routes 
by the government air mail and air 
transport companies, where all activi- 
ties are governed by the department 
of commerce rules and regulations: 

Casualties Reduced. : 

“Casualties have been reduced to a 
remarkable cegree. 

“In the government air mail opera- 
tions,” the letter confinued, “there 
was but one fatality to 1,413,581 
pilot-passenger miles. In air trans- 
port operations, the ratio was 1 to 
1,413,330. 

“In order to fully realize the sig- 
nificance of this record, it may be 
stated that 1,414,330 miles equals 60 
times the circumference of the earth 
at the equator.” 

The report added that “26 fatali- 
ties oceurried in trans-oceanic racing. 
demonstration and test flying, and 21 
e students attempting to learn to 
fly, none of which were strictly com- 
mercial aerial service. The remainder 
of the fatalities, 110 in number, were 
attributed to aerial service opera-

SIXTY IN SMYRNA 


Sky and Sea Produce 
Fearsome Phenomena as 
Earth Trembles and In- 
habitants Pray. 


Constantinople, April 1.—(#)—Ter- 
rifying phenomena accompanied the 
éarthquake which shook Smyrna to 
its foundations yesterday, according 
to repdérts received here. The latest 
estimates place the number of dead 
at 60, all Turks. | 

Witnesses of the disaster. say there 
was a play of celestial electricity 
shortly before the first shock. The 
waters of the near the shore 
rose and whirled and receded as if 
boiling over a hot fire in an -open 
kettle.

The population of Smyrna is prowl- 
ing the streets, many of them in 
scant attire, but all fearing to enter 
the standing skeletons of _ their 
homes for clothing. 

Kiazim Bey, government of Smyr- 
na, is organizing relief committees and 
some work of restoration has been 
started. First efforts in that diree- 
tion is being directed toward fissures, 
one of the largest of these, sixty feet 
long and nearly four feet wide, was 
discovered along the quay.

“Back Fires” and Plows

Hot Springs, Ark., April 1—(/)— 
Despite efforts of scores of volunteers 
and service men nine disastrous forest 
fires tonight were sweeping through 
Ouachita National Forest reserve 
while more than 40 more fires were 
adding their list tu the disaster. Ap- 
proximately 4,000 acres of extremely 
valuable timber have been ruined and 
fighters were using every possible 
method to prevent the flames from 
reaching scattered farms out in the 
hilly reserve. 

Attempts of the fighters to check 
the fires by “back fires” have been 
futile due to unfavorable winds. Sev- 
eral “back fires” were started in 
hopes they would sweep towards and 
check the other fires, but to no avail. 

A plan to break up the land with 
plows to check the spread was aban- 
doned because of the hilly ground. 

Fires were buruing furiously in six 
counties tonight.

NEW MEXICAN Ol 
LAW IS HIGHLIGHT 
OF WEEK'S EVENTS 


German Airman Holding 
Interest in Attempt To 
Span Atlantic on Flight 
to New York.

Down in Mexico the American am- 
bassador, Dwight W. Morrow, con- 
cluded an agreement with the presi- 
dent of that republic last week that 
was of utmost import not only. for 
the United States and Mexico, but 
also to a large extent affecting other 
countries, which have been, or still 
are, at odds over the difficult prob- 
lem of Mexican oil. 

President Calis signed new regu- 
lations governing the oil law satis- 
factory to the ambassador. These 
eliminate the retroactive and confis- 
catory features of the law as applied 
to American oil rights acquired be- 
fore May 1, 1917, when the Mexican 
const Qt ion born of the Madero 
revoluthsp, became effective. 

Carranza Takes Hand. 

It was the Madero revolution, be- 
ginning in 1910, whieh overthrew 
Proferio Diaz, long the dictator of 
Mexico, who for many years.had given 
foreign capital every encouragement 
to invest in Mexico. General Car- 
ranza had his parliament enact the 
constitution of 1917. The spirit in- 
spiring it was “Mexico forthe Mexi- 
cans.” 

For 10 years the oil question aas 
been one of active controversy be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 
Ambassadors came and went, unable 
to bridge the apparent abyss of di- 
vergent views and opiniop-—Henry P. 
Fletcher. Charles.P, Warren and J. 
R. Sheffield: They all contributed, 
but it remained for Dwight W. Mor- 
row, financier and business man by 
profession, to climax the controversy 
by a friendly settlement. 

Worked New Way.

The fact Hoover 
has no opponent will not derive the 
Michigan result of having as much or 
possible even more sigaificance than 
if the election were contested. The 
mere fact that no one entered the race 
is itself proof of the strength of Hoov- 
er in a state, which as to half of it 
must have the characteristic sentiment 
of large cities, such as Detroit, and as 
to the other half of it, must have the 
characteristic sentiment of 2 middle 
western farming community. 

It is claimed by the Hoover leaders 
in Michigan, that friends of Lowden 
came into the state, surveyec it with 
tae notion of entering Lowden's name, 
but gave up the idea because of lack 
of sufficient encouragement.

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Italian Ruler 
Facing Break 
With Vatican 
Mussolini iid aa Come to 


Parting of Ways on 
Temporal Power.

Rome, April 1.—An open clash be- 

tween Premier Mussolini, audacious 
fascist chief, and Cardinal Gasparri., 
secretary of state of the vatican, and 
as sucli th: pope's political lieutenant, 
was foreseen today as unavoidable un- 
less—as those who realize the serious- 
ness of such an eventuality hope—an 
early compromise is reached. 

Opinion here is divided on which of 
the alternatives is the more likely. 

The vatican-Italian government sit- 
uation has beeome gravely compli- 
cated within the last week, following 
several months of forebodings. 

Only « few months ago an early 
solution of the differences which had 
existed between the vatican and the 
vovernment since 1870, when the pope 
was shorn of his temporal power 
which for centuries had given him 
the status of an independent monarch, 
would come. 

Mussolini had given various en- 
couraging hints. But when it seem- 
ed actual negotiations might begin, 
the fascist party announced tlie pope's 
temporal power never could be re- 
stored, and that the vatican property ' 
must remain uuder Italian  sov- 
ereignty. 

Last Sunday the pope complained 
bitterly, after morfths of silence, that 
the government was monopolizing the 
moral and _ spiritual education of 
youth. Mussolini replied swiftly and 
unmistakably by ordering disband- 
ment of all Catholic Boy Scout and 
similar organizations and their in- 
corporation into the Fascist Youth so-

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SURVEY INDICATES 
BUSINESS ADVANGE 


Atlanta Credit Executive 
Says Businéss Men Have 
Lost Fear of “Presiden- 
tial Year.” | 


An upward trend which will place 
business conditions of Atlanta and 
Georgia upon a flourishing and sound 
basis during the spring and summer 
months is predicted by C. L. William- 
son, secretary of the Atlarta Associa- 
tion of Credit Men, who has just com- 
pleted a survey of conditions in south 
Georgia. 

The prediction of Mr. Williamson 
is substantiated by a recent survey 
among jobbers and manufacturers of 
Atlanta, which shows they are ex- 
pecting a gradual rise in the business 
curve. 

Mr. Williamson reports that cotton 
mManting in south Georgia has been 
delayed by the rains, but that a large 
portion of fhe acrenge has heen 
broken and with the prospect of clear 
weather planting will proceed very 
rapidly. 

Trade inquiries passing through the 
Atlanta Credit association, according 
to Mr. Williamson, have shown a 
sharp uptrend during the past three 
weeks, which, he says, is another in- 
dication of good business for the spring 
and summer months. Buying, how- 
ever, says Mr. Williamson, is still on 
‘a hand-to-mouth basis, which is also 
a ‘good sign, indicating that the small 
merchant is feeling his way. This, he 
}says, tends to keep a more even flow 
of business and is better in the long 
run than large orders, which indicate 
reckless planning. 

Good business conditions are also 
predicted for the rest of the year for 
the entire country, unruffled by the 
fact that 1928 is a presidentia] year, 
in the March survey of the National 
Association of Credit Men. “Under 
the stabilizing influence of the federal 
reserve system, business no longer 
trembles at the words ‘business cy- 
cle,” says the survey, “and is rapid- 
ly ridding itself of another bugaboo 
by throwing off the fear that a presi- 
dential year inevitably involves a 
serious upset.”” Less interference with 
the orderly course of business than 
has been recorded in any genera! elec- 
tion in a generation is predicted. 

“With a few exceptions, wholesal- 
ers throughout the country are in a 
fairly cheerful frame of mind,” the 
survey says. “Reduced inventories in 
retail stores are beginning to show 
effects that are favorable to whole- 
salers and jobbers in many lines of 
business,”

D’Annunzjo from his side, 
just recovered from -a ‘serious illness, 
replies to the attacks in a letter to a 
friend. “It seems that the stake of 
Arnold (of Buscia) has bee put in 
readiness again before the theater by 
my persecutors,”” he writes. “It does 


not seem certain that the marvelous 
sculpture of Gian Gaspare on the fa- 
cade of Saititt Mary of the Miracles 
will net also be excommunicated and 
why not? Nor that the Christian mu- 
seums will be purged of the innumer- 
able bronzes, | want to recall,” so 
writes the poet, “how a Leo, adorned 
with the tiara, opposed the zealous 
cleres of the index and declared that 
in the works of the masters, however 
pagan their spirit, one. could bless the 
candid and lucid genius of the Italian 
people.” Roman journals affirm that 
the vatican broke off negotiations with 
the Italian government over the so- 
called “Roman question,” the pope's 
seclusion in the vatican, because Mus- 
solini and his advisers gave an official 
cachet to the celebrations of D’Annun- 
zio’s jubilee in which the “de luxe” 
edition of the poet’s books was to be 
offered tc him as a tribute from ad- 
mirefs. The duce in his ‘early’ days 
was an intimate friend of D’Annun- 
zio, but the bonds of friendship are 
loosening, for Mussolini told a Sean- 
dinavian author a few dass ago that 
D’Annunzio is not now representative 
of fascist Italy, as he is “a poet of de- 
cadence.”

“grand officiere’ of the Legion of 
Honor. Their advise to their young 
countrymen is this: “War is not 
only a crime that dishonors the na- 
tions who wage it, but it is a gigantic 
deception. The conquered need have 
no envie far the victor. Al! are qeual- 
To men who have always 
been frineds of peace this language 
sounds banal enough, but when geén- 
erals begin to speak that way it he- 
comes a novelty. These military men 
place themselves in opposition to the 
theories still held on the continent 
that war is a sacred, sublime under- 
taking, the creator of moral beauty 
and spiritual well-being! “Don’t be 
deceived,” writes General Percin, “all 
these old maxims sérve only to in- 
toxicate the young prior to béing sent 
into new holocausts.” And on Ger- 
man atrocities he adds these words: 
“There is not a religion, net a race, 
not a people on earth that have not 
dishonored themselves in equal meas- 
ure. War carries barbarism in its 
bosom.” General Denvignes tries to 
show in his book that “development of 
chemical and bacteriological warfare 
will mean the end of civilization in a 
few. weeks.”

It used to be that a man who was a 
seller of goods was also a buyer—of 
food, drink and entertainment. Today 
the professional buyer is just as like- 
ly—maybe a little more so—to buy 
for the buyer, as for the seller to buy 
for the buyer. The old-fashioned 
salesman proceeded on the assumption 
that anybody who bought from him 
was bestowing a personal favor and 
should be treated accordingly. But 
today that is all changed. 

I knew a young jer of fortune. 
who had a habit of running out of 
money at inopportune .nd unexpected 
places. On one of these occasions he 
had to choose between eating at cheap 
restaurants at his own expense and 
eating at high-priced hotels at the ex- 
pense of somébody else. He picted 
the latter course, inasmuch as he felt 
at home—so.he told me—only in an 
atmosphere of grandeur. The cheap 
places jarred on his tender sensibili- 
ties. 

His first step toward having bis 
meals bought by others was to go to 
the public library and reac up on the 
technical points of certain kinds of 
bigb-priced machinery manufactured 
in that city. Equipped with this in- 
formation, he called up the head sales- 
man of a big machinery concern, and 
asked the salesman to «all at his hotel. 
He gave out the impression that he 
was a representative of a big firm in 
another city, which was in the market 
for such machinery. 

He contrived to have different sales- 
men take him to dinner—and even to 
breakfast—for three or four days, un- 

til he got ready to leave: town. 


The point to all this is that this 
gracious grafter might have more dif- 
ficulty in working a game like that 
today. He might even have to endure 
a long, irksome wait before he would 
have a chance to talk with the head 
salesman. A man selling an article of 
real merit is often so bus. pacifging 
custemers who are complaining about 
slow delivery that he hasn’t any time 
left for entertaining mere prospects.

Indeed, some experiments have rather 
suggested that animals thoroughly 
fatigued by prolonged forced labor 
are less readily inoculated ‘with the 
pneumonia germ! 

Anyway, I am glad to give this as- 
surance: When you’re quite tired out 
and so weary that you almost want to 
believe the worst, remember your im- 
munity is still as strong as ever and 
you are no more likely to catch any- 


thing than your lazy neighbor is.

(Curtis D. Wilbur was born in Boones- 
Koro, Ia., in 1867. He was graduated 
from the fT. S. naval academy in 1888, 
but did not pursue a naval career. Wil- 
hur practiced law in Loa Angeles, 
Calif., and later served as chief dis- 
trict attorney of Los Angeles from 
1899 to 1903. He served as a superior 
court judge in California from 1903 to 
1918, and later as associate justice of 
the supreme court of California. Wil- 
bur became chief justice of the Califor- 
nia supreme court in 1922, which posi- 
tien he resigned to become secretary of 

the navy in 1924.)

In Effect Aug. 31 


Montgomery, Ala., April 1.—Non- 
glare headlights for automobiles will 
not become effective until August 31, 
of this year, Governor Bibb Graves 
decided after a conference with mem- 
bers of the Alabama Automotive 
Trades association and the state high-
